POLLARD’S PAST CAREER 
ATTACKED BY WITNESS 


Motorman Says He Urged 
Violence in the St. Louis 
Strike—“Town in State of 
Riot September 30,” Says 
Judge Hill. 


“T don’t feel that I have violated the 
law. When the agitation is ended, and 
the situation viewed calmly, the pub- 
lic will find that I am responsible for 
, the fact that there hasn't been a great 
deal of disorder in connection with the 
car strike—a great deal more than has 
been.” 

This was the conclusion of the state- 
ment of William Pollard, organizer of 
the striking carmen when he went on 
the stand ‘in his trial before Judge Ben 
Hill in superior court late yesterday 
afternoon.. He was the-last witness 
to be submitted before the defense 
rested its case. The state is now en- 
gaged in presenting rebuttal testi- 
mony. 

Court was adjourned until Monday, 
when it will be resumed at 9 a. m. A 
large number of additional witnesses 
will be submitted by the state. 

“Urged Obedience to Law.” 

“I constantly urged the men to abide 
by the law,” said Pollard on the stand, 
“and I caustioned them against the use 
of the word ‘scab.’ I have been in the 
‘labor movement over twenty years, 
and have served from subordinate of- 
fices in the electrical union to that of 
international president. 

“I came south in November, 1914 for 
my wife’s health, and took up resi- 
dence in Mobile, Ala.“ For six months 
before the Atlanta strikes, | was on 
the road as a.salesman for an eliectri- 
cal supply house. A considerable while 
agp I received a letter from Mr. Car- 
ver, of Atlanta, notifying me that I 
had been selected to represent the 
éle¢tricians’ ution of Atlanta, then be- 
ing organized. 

“Tl eame to Atlanta for the purpose 
of organizing this union, there being 
in the ftheighborhood of 1,600 men 
éligible. Knowing fit might antago- 
nize the Georgia Railway & Power 
company ‘to organize openly, we or- 
ganized an executive board. The men 
in Atlanta were anxious for a union. 
On Aygust 15 J. T. Castleberry and 
Mr. Carver, both attached to the line 
department of the power company, 
were discharged, at which fifty or 
more men came to me and pleaded to 
call a strike at that hour. 

“T went with the executive com- 
mittee to an official of the Georgia 
Railway & Power company, and asked 
for an explanation of the discharge of 
the two men. He said they were dis- 
missed on orders from higher up. | 
urged him to put the men back to 
work. He said that Mr. Johnson, a 
higher official, would discuss the mat- 
ter with the discharged men, but not 
with outsiders. | 

“We gxhen went to Mr. Arkwright. 
He said the only thing that entered in 
the discharge of the two men was the 
reduction of force on account of the 
introduction of machinery. He said 
the men were not dismissed because of 
activities in behalf of the union—but 
that they would never be re-employed 
by the Georgia Railway & Power Co. 

Company Was Prepared. 

“We told Mr. Arkwright that it was 
strongly probable that a strike would 
be called. He said there was nothing 
he could suggest ¢o avert it; but that 
the company was prepared to meet 
such an emergency. Later we reached 
an agreement whereby the linemen dis- 
charged during the agitation that led 
up to the subsequent strike, should re- 
turn to work. 

“The day these men returned to the 
plants, I accompanied “them. The 
strikebreakers who had been pit in 
their place were insolent, and a num- 
ber of the men taken back were not 
assigned to their old positions. There 
was evidence of prejudices, also a re- 
duction in positions. The men were at 
once dissatisfied. 

*T had an immediate conference with 
the line superintendent. He said if we 
didn’t like the new conditions, we could 
take the men off the job and ‘strike. 
The men forthwith left their jobs. 

“Now, as to the street car strike, I 
did not get busy with it until after

SENT TO GERMANY 
ABOUT BELGIANS 


|Deep Concern Is Expressed 
Over Continued Deporta- 
tions of Belgians to Ger- 
many Where They Are 
Made to Work. 


UNITED STATES STANDS 
1ON GROUND OF HUMANITY 


Germany Is Told That Her 
Treatment of Belgians Has 
Created a Very Bad Im- 
pression and United States 
Cannot Avoid Taking No- 


tice. 


Washington, December 1.—Acting on 
its own behalf, the American govern- 
ment has informed Germany anew of 
its deep concern over the deportation 
of Belgians from their own country hv 
the German military authorities. This 
action has been taken as a result of 
information about the deportations 
gathered from different sources and 
after fruitless informal efforts on be- 
half of the Belgians made by American 
Charge Grew at Berlin. 

Germany has been informed that the 
treatment of the Belgians has made a 
very bad impression in this country 
and that the United States cannot 
avoid taking notice of the situation, 
basing its stand in the broad grounds 
of humanity. 

The American government, it was 
learned today, w: jed to move not 
only because of the expressed feeling 
that the deportations have been looked 
upon, with disfavor both by the. Ameri- 
can people and. government but be- 
cause of fear that Belgian relief work, 
which is administered by Americans 
may be interfered with. 

Over 100,000 Belgians Deported. 

The information already in the hands 
of the. state department. on the situa- 
tion was supplemented today bythe 
Belgian Minister, E. Havenith, who re- 
ported to Secretary Lansing that more 
than 100,000 Belgians had been de- 
ported and that deportations. are con- 
tinuing at the rate of 3,000 a week. He 
added that railroad workers have been 
taken to man military roads now be- 
ing laide and added that some have 
been taken into the occupied portion 
of northern France, and some into 
Germany. 

Burgomasters, he said, and other city 
and village officials were ordered to 
supply lists of workers, whether un- 
employed or not, and those refusing 
were thrown into jail. 

The United States, the minister said, 
was being looked to by the Belgians 
to secure an amelioration of the situa- 
tion. 

Minister Havenith said he had not re- 
ceived confirmation of reports from 
abroad that King Albert had sent an 
autograph letter to neutrals on the 


subject. 

The new 
States followed a visit by Col. E. M. 
House and James Gerard, ambassador 
to Germany, to the white house and 
state department earlier in the week. 
Ambassador Gerard, who plans to leave 
for Berlin Tuesday, will be ina posi- 
tion to present the personal views of 
President Wilson to the German for- 
eign office when he arrives there.

STREET CAR EMPLOYEES 
BUSY CHANGING TROLLEY 
WHEN ROBBER APPEARED 


Highwayman First Covered 
Conductor With a Pistol, 
and When Motorman Ar- 
rived on Scene He Robbed 
Him, Too. 


One of the boldest holdups in the 
history ef Atlanta occurred last night 
about 11:30 o’clock when one masked 
man robbed the tonductor and motor- 
man of a Whitehall street to West End 
car at the corner of Cascade avenue 
and Beecher street, when the car had 
stopped at the end of the line to change 
trolleys. 
of about $30 and the motorman of a 
pistol. 

Robs Conductor First. 

When the car stopped the conductor, 
John T. Moon, stepped off to change 
one of the trolleys, and when he did so 
the masked bandit, a white man, who 
probably weighec 225 pounds and wore 
a slouch hat and black overcoat, step- 
ped up beside Moon and after covering 
him with a pistol, commanded him to 
lift his coat to see whether or not he 
had a gun. Then the bandit proceeded 
to take the victim’s money. 

The motorman, L. V. Cross, after 
changing hi's trolley, came around the 
car to see what was the matter, and 
was promptly covered with the bandit’s 
pistol. Then Cross’ pistol was taken. 

The car was due in town at 11:45, 
and the two carmen got aboard and 
came back to Five Points, where they 
at once made a report to the starter’s 
office of the Georgia Railway and Pow-

WAR TO BE DECIDED 
ON MIAN FRONTS 


| Operations in Rumania Will 


Not Affect Result, Says 
Lord Cecil—Germany and 
South America. 


London, December 1.—“The war must 
be f ght to a military conclusion on 
the west and east fronts, with the 
blockade playing only a secondary 
part,” said Lord Robert Cecil, minister 
of war trade, in discussing todat with 
the Associated Press, the latest de- 
velopments in the world conflict. 

“The condition of Rumania,” Lord 
Robert continued, ‘causes us grave 
regret. But there is no reason to sup- 
pose the operations there will affect 
the result of the war, which must be 
fought out on ¢he main fronts. The 
conditions under which we wil] accept 
peace overtures remain the same as 
outlined several months ago.” 

Asked concerning the origin of the 
allegation in the Morning Post edi- 
torial that Germany had offered the 
entente powers generous peace terms 
in return for a free hand in Central 
and South “America, Lord Robert Cecil 
said: 

“Of course, it is well known that 
Germany had very definite ambitions in 
Central and South America even before 
the war, but I am wunaware of any 
peace having been offered us on the 
terms mentioned by the Morning Post. 
We have no knowledge that such over- 
tures ever had been made here.”’

The London Morning Post in its is- 
sue of last Tuesday argued that the 
Germans were willing for immediate 
peace and wauld give the entente pow- 
ers everything they desired, but only 
on the one condition that Germany be 
allowed a free hand in Central and 
South America.

Juarez, Mexico, December 1.—Villa 
bandits were reported to be loading 
two trains with loot from the stores 
and residences of Chihuahua City and 
preparing to follow these trains west 
on the Mexico Northwestern railroad, 
according to a message received at 
military headquarters, tonight from 
General Ozuna’s scouts at Sauz. 

General Ozuna’s cavalry column was 
at Cuilty, the first station south of 
the state capital, the report said. The 
scouts obtained their information from 
refugees reaching Cuilty and Sauz from 
Chihuahua City. This news was taken 
at headquarters to indicate the inten- 
tion of Villa to evacuate the city after 
looting it, as he did at Parral, Santa 
Rosalia and Jiminez, 

Villa made a speech against foreign- 
ers in Hidalgo plaza, following his oc- 
cupation of the city, a Chinese farmer 
and merchant who left Chihuahua City 
Wednesday, said upon his arrival here 
today. Villa warned residents of the 
city_against hiding any foreigners in 
their homes and declared he intended 
to kill them all, the Chjnese added. 
Villa also said he intended to confiscate 
all foreign property and give it to the 
Mexicans. 

In anticipation of bandit attacks the 
Carranza government today had a large 
amount of army supplies, food and for- 

ge shipped in wagons from Juarez 
across to the American side. The wag- 
ons were sealed by United States cus- 
toms officers and placed under bond. 

Juarez is a military garrison tonight 
All of the barracks are filled with sol- 
diers and the railroad. yards crowded 
with troop trains and parked artillery. 

Women and children who came with 
the soldiers were begging in the streets 
tonight and were carrying away every 
available piece of wood to burn in the 
camp fires which dot the _ railroad 
yards, the. stock pens and the plains 
to the south. There are 
wounded in the Francisco Madero hos- 
pital. 

SOME APPREHENSION 
AT WASHINGTON. 

Washington, December 1.—Although 
no official news of the rout of the Car- 
ranza forces at Chihuahua by the Villa 
bandits came to the state or war de- 
partments today or to the Mexican em- 
bassy, Eliseo Arredondo, the ammbassa- 
dor designate, after conference with 
Secretaries Lansing and Baker express- 
ed the belief that the unofficial reports 
were true and ascribed the defeat of 
the Carranza forces to a laek of ammu- 


[nition and food, rather than deimorali-

‘Soon after Mr. ‘Arrendondo’s visit to 
them, Secretaries Lansing &nd- Baker 
separately conferred with President 
Wilson. No announcement was made, 
but it was apparent in official circles 
that there was some apprehension over 
the situation which might confront this 
government should Villa advance north, 
take Juarez and establish himself as a 
de facto authority again at the doors 
of the United States. 

From a military standpoint, posses- 
sion of Juarez and Chihuahua might 
lead to possession of Monterey, Saltillo, 
Durango and practically military con- 
trol of the east portion of northern 
Mexico. 

The most potent element with which 
Villa has to reckon in any such move- 
ment is the American punitive expedi- 
tion in Mexico, spread out behind him 
and -fully equipped for any emergency.

MUST GO TO WORK 
OR THE STOCKADE 


Chief of Police Mayo yesterday is- 
sued orders to the effect that all loiter- 
ers must get to work, or stop loafing 
around the pool rooms of the city. 
The principal cause of the edict, was 
a complaint by the Atlanta Warehouse 
company, which is in sore need of 
200 or 300 laborers, and has appealed 
to the police department in an effort 


to fill the vacancies. 

“They cannot hang around the streets 
and loaf,” said Chief Mayo. “When the 
manufacturing enterprises of the city 
are in dire need of help.’’ 

Recorder George E. Johnson express- 
ed his determination to uphold the po- 
lice department in the crusade against 
the idling and loitering of many ne- 
groes here in Atlanta. He-says “‘There 
is absolutely no necessity for a person 
being out of work, as the Christmas 
Season is coming on and all of the mer- 
chants, beside other branches of busi- 
ness, are seeking help. 

“The habit which numbers of ne- 
groes here have formed of hanging 
out at pool rooms and various. other 
dives, must be stopped, as they tend 
to increase crime. While this idle ele- 
ment remains among us, we cannot go 


forward with the rapidity which we 
would like to see.”

Congested Conditions in the 
Atlanta System Shown in 
Speech by Superintendent 
L. M. Landrum. 


SPEAKERS SHOW NEEDS 
OF GRANT PARK SCHOOL 


“Crisis Is On and Something 
Must Be Done Within Six 
Months,” Asserts Landrum. 
Committee Named. 


The urgent needs of the Atlanta 
schools were shown and the suggestion 
made that only by a bond issue could 
relief be given in an address last night 
by Superintendent L. M. Landrum at 
the Grant Park school before the Par- 
ent-Teacher association, which had 
been called together for the purpose 
of discussing the necessity for two ad- 
ditional class rooms and an auditorium 
for this school. Reoslutions urging this 
improvement were passed, and a com- 
mittee -was appointed to appear before 
the board of education and city coun- 
cil. 

These meetings of the parent-teacher 
associations usually are attended only 
by mothers and the teachers of 
the children, but an especial effort 
was made to bring out the fathers. As 
a result forty-five men were present 
last night. 

Upon motion of Aldine Chambers, Su- 
perintendent L. M. Landrum was asked 
to incorporate in his annual report to 
the board of education, and the board 
of education, in its annual report to 
the city a recommendation for an ap- 
propriation to make possible these im- 
provements. 

Superintandent Landrum, present 
upon invitation of the association, 
heartily concurred in the sentiment of 
the association. 

Board Faces Crisis. 

“But,” he said, “the board of educa- 
tion is right now facing a crisis. Right 
now we have between 300 and 400 boys 
and girls in our high schools with not 
a desk to their names. Thev have to 
carry their books in their hands all 
day lon~ because there is no desk room 
for them. In the Tech high school there 
hare -a- tot of ‘the’ bDoyS Who have to sit 
in the halls to do their studying be- 
cause there-is no room. The. same is 
true of conditions in the Girls’ High 
school. In that school we are using 
Browning hall, the auditorium, as a 
mae 4 room, and even then there is not 
roo 

“Last June,” continued Mr. Landrum, 
“the board of education prepared facts 
and figures as to the schools’ needs, 
and submitted them to the finance com- 
mittee of the city council. No appro- 
priation was made; but we opened the 
schools in September, determined to 
make the best of conditions. We have 
even had trouble in getting our pay- 
roll approved. 

“We have in the schools today be- 
tween 1,500 and 1,700 pupils who will 
graduate into the high schools ext 
June, many more than at any time be- 
fore, and if additional provision is not 
made for them before the opening of 
the schools in 1917, I’m sure I don'’é 
know what we can do. If we promote 
those graduating in June and condi- 
tions in September continue as they 
are now, we'll simply have to send 
them home. 

“We are looking finallv, of course, 
in. our plans to the university-high 
school. We want a fine big school 
plant on the university-high school 
plan, with fine buildings and spacious 
grounds. But that seems a lone way 
off. It is the immediate need that 
worries me most. 

“The crisis is on: and within six 
months something: must be done. How 
we are going xo get the money which 
we must have for the schools—thak is 
the question. To get the money the 
schools need for another year I be- 
lieve is impossible unless the people 
vote to issue bonds for that purpose. 

Auditorium Is Needed, 

“The auditorium we want @or this 
school should be built. Too, the rooms 
in the basement now used for eclass- 
rooms are not fit to be used for that 
purpose, and others—bright, airy, light 
rooms—should be built.: I will do any- 
thing I can to help get this schoo! what 
it needs.” 

Mrs. Carl Karston, president of the 
association, who presided at the meet- 
ing, said that heretofore the Grant 
Park School Parent-Teacher associa- 
tion, realizing the needs of the various 
districts of the city, had deferred press- 
ing its claims for the improvements its 
own district requires. “But now.” she 
said, “we are going to be selfish for 
once. We have stood this condition 
about as long as we can.” 

Aldine Chambers, formerly a member 
of the school board, spoke in much the 
same vein as had Mr. Landrum, and he, 
too, strongly advocated a bond issue 
of $3,000,000. 

“Still,” he said, “I have for years ad- 
vanceq the theory that Atlanta and 
Fulton county pay in excess of their 
proportion of the running expenses of 
the state, and that we should get more 
out of our taxes for our needs at 
home. 

“We have, however, as Mr. Landrum 
says, a ‘crisis’ to face. and in my opin- 
ion right now a bond issue is likely be- 
fore we can get relief. My own judg- 
ment is that before we can get relief 
we must have not only a bond issue. 
but an increase in the tax rate as well.” 

Mrs. Karston appointed the following 
as the committee to present. the 
needs of the school to the city council 
and the school board:

London, December 1.—A detachment 
of entente troops disembarked at Pi-

Cable messages from Athens late yes- 
terday showed thak preparations were 
being made to resist seizure of the 
arms demanded by the allies from 
Greece, and also that a French trans- 
port had arrived at Piraeus to land 
troops. British bluejackets were or- 
dered to co-operate and the admiral 
gave warning that prominent person- 
axes taking part in any _ resistance 
would be arrested. 

The Greek government has given 
Suarantees that order will be main- 
tained, but it is feared the calling up 
of reservists will have the opposite 
effec. 

Admiral du Fournet insisted that 64 
mountain guns be delivered today. Fur- 
ther time has been given for the de- 
livery of other guns and war material. 

An Evening News dispatch filed at 
Athens at 1:45 o’clock this morning 
says further reports have been _ re- 
ceived of forces marching south from 
Thessaly and other sections north of 
Athens. The garrison of Chalcis is 
marching with rifles toward Schima- 
tari.

That Russian Troops Have 
Reached Bucharest to Aid 
in Its Defense.

New York, December 1.—(By = Asso- 
ciated Press, From European Cables of 
the Day.)—Desperately the Rumanians, 
probably aided by Russian troops, are 
defending the southern and western ap- 
proaches to Bucharest, while the Teu- 
tonic advance continues to press more 
closely on the Rumanian capital from 
the northwest. Unofficially it is re- 
ported in London that Russian troops 
have arrived in Bucharest to aid the 
hard-pressed Rumanian forces. 

Progress for the advancing German 
and Austro-Hungarian armies in Wal- 
lachia and south of Bucharest is re- 
ported. by Berlin, which says the Ru- 
manians continue to offer resistance. 
The Rumanians apparently are on or 
near the line of the Argeshu, as Petro- 
grad says the invaders have occupied 
two towns south of Bucharest and near 
that river. . Field. Marshal von Mac- 
kensen, Berlin records, has thrown an 
army across -the - Niaslov low lands, 
which would be approaching the Arge- 
shu in the direction of Bucharest.

German lines from the Carpathians to 
southern Transylvania. Berlin states 
the Russian attacks, which are declared 
to have been along a front of 186 miles 
from Jablonitza to Kedzi Vasathely, re- 
sulted only in small advantages, whie): 
are declared not to be commensurate 
with the cost'in men and ammunition. 
Petrograd admits a repulse southwest 
of Vakarka, in the Carpathians, but 
records the capture of a ridge of 
heights south of Kirlibaba. 

The fighting in Dobrudja has become 
more intense. Bucharest announces a 
violent attack along the whole front 
in that region. Berlin declares that the 
attack against the Bulgarian left wing 
in Dobrudja failed and that British 
“tanks” are being used by the attack-

New York, December 1.—New high 
records in commerce and industry for 
the month of November, with manu- 
facturers and traders pressed to the 
utmost to supply enormous demands, 
are shown in a review of conditions 
Anade public here tonight by Pierre Jay, 
chairman of the federal reserve bank 
The report states that 
the further advance in prices which 
began three month's ago “has developed 
into a widespread and rather specu- 
lative movement in commodities and 
securities.” 

Referring to the high cost of living 
Mr. Jay says: 

“The average salaried man finds it 
burdensome to meet the additional cost 
of such necessities as food, clothing, 
footwear and coal. Merchants and 
large buyers of raw materials are un- 
certain and anxious about making large 
important commitments. Manufacturers 
of standard goods which sell at stand- 
ard rates by be obliged to. revise 
long established terms.” 

Pointing out that labor is fully em- 
ployed at high wages the review adds: 

“It is noted that saving is common 
enough among the foreign element, but 
it t's often remarked that other work- 
men generally are spending too freely 
for luxuries and not taking advantage 
of an unusual opportunity to lay by 
something for a rainy day.”

The Russians and Rumanians made 
violent attacks yesterday over a front 
of nearly 200 miles, the war office an- 
nounces. Their efforts are character- 
ized as a waste of blood and ammuni- 
tion, and it is said that they gained 
no important advantages. . 

The advance on Bucharest continues, 
notwithstanding the resistance of the 
Rumanians. Field Marshal von Mack- 
ensen’s force which crossed the Danube 
is approaching the Arghesu river in the 
direction of Bucharest. Yesterday the 
Rumanians suffered heavy loss. The 
Teutonic forces took 2,500 prisoners 
and 21 cannon. 

An offensive movement in Dobrudja 
was begunf#yesterday by the Russians 
and Rumanians, who made massed at- 
tacks on the Bulgarian left wing, the 
war office announces. The attack 
broke down under the Bulgarian fire.

GOOD WORK FOR GEORGIA. 


From the discussion of plans by the 
Rome and Dalton chambers of commerce 
for organized work in the interest of the 
Southeastern Land show, to be held in At- 
lanta in February, 1917, and the Live Stock 
convention which will meet in Rome June 
26 next, a movement has been started to 
get all the towns in north Georgia into an 
active association to promote the success of 
these two great events. 

Georgia, Alabama, South Carolina and 
Florida will be represented at the Southeast- 
ern Land show by the products of their soil 
and, as stated in a circular letter by H. R. 
McClatchey, president of the Rome Chamber 
of Commerce, it is desired that the people 
of nerth Georgia concentrate all their ener- 
gies to make the Land show, in Atlanta, and 
the Live Stock convention, at Rome, record- 
breaking in the excellence of their exhibits. 

This organized effort of systematic work 
will do much towards this end, and it is 
stated that a meeting may soon be called 
by the president of the Dalton Chamber of 
Commerce at which the proposition to form 
a “Northwest Georgia association” will be 
discussed. , 

As to the Live Stock convention to be 
held in Rome on the date mentioned, it 


should be a notable success, and the organ- [ 


ized work which is now proposed to further 
its interests will make it such. 

There has been a growing interest in the 
raising of live stock in Georgia—especially 
since the coming of the boll weevil has cut 
the cotton crop, and since live stock con- 
ventions have demonstrated that as good 
stock can be raised here as in any part of 
the country. 

The more live stock conventions, we 
have, the better, for wherever they are held 
farmers are encouraged to devote more at- 
tention to the industry. 

Nothing can be more gratifying than the 
appearance on Georgia farms of the best 
strains of swine and beef cattle, and all 
natural conditions conspire to bring them 
to the best possible development in Georgia. 

The best interests of the people are be- 
ing advanced by a union of interest and 
effort for the success of industrial conven- 
tions and enterprises to exploit the land and 
live stock resources of the southern states; 
and north Georgia, working through her 
commercial organizations, as is the case 
with Rome and Dalton, will greatly help to 
assure the success of the Southeastern Land 
show and the Rome Live Stock convention. 
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_ MUST MAKE A SHOWING. 


Phinehas V. Stephens, expert engineer, in 
a communication in The Constitution today, 
offers the interesting and timely advice that 
Georgia must get busy, and do it quickly, if 
she expects to succeed in the matter of hav- 
ing the $20,000,000 government nitrate plant 
established upon the Chattahoochee river. 

Undoubtedly Mr. Stephens is right. Other 
states with sites to offer are already hard 
at work. They are presenting not only the 
possibilities in these sites, but the impor- 
tant reasons which exist for their develop- 
ment. | 

What has Atlanta, what has Georgia done 
toward presenting the claims of the Chatta- 
hoochee? Some information has been gath- 
ered and furnished, it is true; but has any 
forceful or convincing argument been pre- 
sented as to why the Chattahoochee should 
be developed now?” 

We have been too much inclined to look 
upon it as a development of the sometime 
future, one that will come in a few years, 


perhaps in a quarter of a century; our mis- 


take has been in not going directly and pos- 
itively after immediate results. 

District engineers under the war depart- 
ment, practically the country over, 
been called upon for all available data re- 
lating to proposed sites for this nitrate 
plant. It is being rapidly gathered, system- 


atized and briefed so as to be ready for that , 


consideration which will precede definite 


action. :

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showing almost unanswerable in the possi- 
bilities of facilites and power development. 
And they must make this showing, if they 
hope to convince the war department and 
the president that this is the place to put 
the nitrate plant soon to be built. 

With what the Chattahoochee has to 
offer, it stands just as good a chance as any 
other site in the United States to land the 
prize. But even if it did not, even if it 
should fail in that particular aim, that is no 
reason why we should wait a quarter of a 
century or longer for the development of the 
river for power and navigation purposes. 

There are uses for the power and there 
is traffic for the channel as soon as the 
river fall can be harnessed to machinery 
and the depth made adequate to barge or 
steamboat transportation. 

The fact that a $20,000,000 government 
nitrate plant is to be built makes most op- 
portune occasion for us to get somewhere 
toward the solution of the Chattahoochee 
river problem, wherever that plant is ulti- 
mately located. 

Possibility of getting that 


plant for 


Georgia makes pursuit of the problem the 


more enticing. With what we can offer, we 
shall hope to get it; we may get it, if we 
try, but without effort we cannot. 3 

But if pursuit of the nitrate plant should 
result only in pushing forward the develop- 
ment of the Chattahoochee for electric cur- 
rent and transportation, it would prove a 
worthy fight and a well-won victory.

WOULD HELP BOTH RACES. 


Discussing the migration of negroes from 
Georgia and other southern states to the 
north and east, The Fort Valley Uplift, a 
conservative negro educational publication, 
suggests that one reason for it is the desire 
on the part of many negroes to secure bet- 
ter school facilities for their children. 

While mob violence and the falsehood 
which has been built upon that foundation 
constitutes, perhaps, a strong factor in the 
migration of the negroes, there is scarcely 
a doubt that the educational feature enters 
into it. Negroes induced to go to the north 
undoubtedly believe they can secure better 
educational facilities there for their children, 
whether they really succeed in getting them 
or not. 

Georgia, as well as other southern states, 
is undoubtedly behind in the matter of ne- 
gro education; unfair in the matter of fa- 
cilities, in the quality of teachers and in- 
structors, and in the pay of those expected 
to impart proper instruction to negro chil- 
dren. 3 

We have proceeded upon the theory that 
education would, in his own mind at least, 
carry the negro beyond his sphere; that it 
would give him higher ideas of himself and 
make of him a poorer and less satisfactory 
workman. That is nonsense. 

If we look over the list of the most out- 
rageous crimes committed by negroes, we 
find that they are generally the work of iI- 
literate negro brutes. Crimes of educated 
negroes are fewer and of a‘ minor nature, 
compared to those committed by negroes in 
whom the brutal instinct predominates. Ed- 
ucation minimizes or removes that instinct, 
and morally the properly educated negro is 
the better citizen, just as is the educated 
white. 

The right sort of education makes a bet- 
ter workman, no matter what hig sphere. 
A trained horse, a trained dog, make bet- 
ter animals. A ditch digger who can read 
and write makes a better ditth digger. An 
illiterate cook or washerwoman must fall 
short in service of one who possesses the 
fundamentals of an education. 

There are two very good reasons why it 
is not only due the negroes, but is an im- 
portant safeguard to the whites themselves, 
to provide:a thorough and efficient educa- 
tional system for the negroes. 

In the quotation published today from 
The Fort Valley Uplift, it is declared an 
acknowledged fact that schools for negroes, 
“especially in the country districts where 
the great masses of the negroes live, with 
very rare exceptions, amount to practically 
nothing.” 

This should not be. Education will miake 
a better cotton picker and a more efficient 
plowman. It would mean both a better 
type of citizen and a better farm laborer. 

It is not only a question of duty to the 
negro race, but of duty to the whites, to our- 
selves, that there should be improvement of 
a material sort in the system of education 
provided for them. 

Georgia will do herself an important and 
a lasting service when she supplies it.

Atlanta Again Picked as Marketing 
Center for Ad Men’s Investigation 


Atlanta has been selected by the Asso- 
ciated Advertising Clubs of the World as 
one of the leading marketing centers of the 
United States and Canada in which they will 
make their third annual investigation of 
business conditions. 

Frank E. Lowenstein, of the Ad Men's 
club, has just received word of his appoint- 
ment on the national research committee. 

This is the third continent-wide investi- 
jgation which has been made by the Asso- 
‘ciated Advertising clubs. Two years ago, 
when the European war unsettled trade con- 
ditions, the advertising clubs were appealed 
to to report the actual change in pucrhases 
for an index month of 1914 over the same 
month of the year previous. A number of 
cities were selected as representative, and 
men were sent to obtain answers to five 
simple questions from the leading retail 
dealers in the lines with which every con- 
sumer naturally comes in contact. The in- 
vestigation of 1914 showed that despite many 
alarming reports, the typical consumer of 
North America had only decreased his pur- 
chases 2.3 per cent. The average increase or 
decrease was shown for each city in each line 
of retail business. ; 

The high commendation of this investi- 
gation by Preg#§@dent Wilson, Premier Borden, 
of Canada, and the many thousands of finan- 
ciers, merchants and business men all over 
the country who read it, led to a second inves- 
tigation in the month of November, 1915.

of the Associated Clubs, as the present re- 
port will be. 

Some sixty maps and charts are con- 
tained in the final report.

The principal replied asking him to state 
what salary would be baid and what the 
teacher. would be charged for board. He 
replied promptly, saying: “I saw the supern- 
tender last night and he told me that the 
wagers of all the teachers had been cut 
from $16.80 to $14.40 a month.” When we 
remember that the teacher must pay board 
out of this salary we can easily surmise 
just about the kind of a teacher they will 
get. It must be remembered, too, that $14.40 
per month is the only expenditure of any 
kind that the public school authorities will 
make for the fifty children who will attend 
this school for about four months in each 
year and for twenty-five to fifty others in 
the same districts who will not attend at all. 
The school is probably taught in a negro 
church, lodge hall or an abandoned farm 
house, the public school-authorities making 
no provision whatever for a building. When 
a man who “wants a good teacher” for his 
children notes such indifference and neglect 
on the part of the public school authorities 
for negroes while a comparatively good 
school house and a teacher who is paid from 
$35 to $50 per month are provided for fif- 
teen or twenty white children in the same 
district hears that in some other section 
not only good teachers, but good school 
houses and books are furnished for all chil- 
dren, he is not only willing but anxious to 
find that place. 

The last and by all means the most im- 
portant reason for the unrest among negroes 
at this time is an earnest and deep-seated 
desire to find some place where they may 
enjoy a fair degree of personal liberty and 
be free from the fear of mob violence. 

Briefly and perhaps bluntly stated, these 
are the principal reascns why negroes are 
going north,in such large numbers.

Big Nitrate Plant for Georgia 


Editor Constitution: Permit me to express 
my appreciation for your editorial in The 
Constitution of November 22 on “Putting the 
River to Work.” 

There are probably less than 100 people 
in Georgia who begin to realize the tre- 
mendous importance of securing the $20,- 
000,000 government nitrate plant which would 
immediately insure an early development 
of the Chattahoochee river. Being anx- 
ious to see the location of this plant in Geor- 
gia and desiring to co-operate in every pos- 
sible way I called upon the war department 
when in Washineton recently to ascertain 
the present status of the matter. 

It is a great mistake on the part of many 
to feel at present that the proposed nitrate 
plant is assured for Georgia. The war de- 
partment has asked its district engineer to 
make detailed reports on all proposed sites 
for the nitrate plant. The people of Geor- 
gia should see that all valuable data and 
information is properly presented and in a 
way that will appeal to the engineers of 
the war department. Only actual facts, sta- 
tistics and surveys can help in shaping their 
judgment. 

A large volume of information has al- 
ready been made available relating to the 
Chattahoochee for power development pur- 
poses and there should come forward now 
unanswerable facts which will show con- 
clusively the tremendous importance of de- 
veloping the Chattahoochee, not at the end 
of 25 years, but now, into a navigable river, 
There should now be presented one great 
prospectus which will incorporate all past 
information, surveys and reductions as well 
as all new data which can be supplied to con- 
vince the war department and congress of 
the supremacy of the claims that. Georgia 
and the Chattahoochee is the logical site for 
the nitrate plant. 

The ablest engineers, chemists,  scien- 
tists and industrial experts of Georgia should 
be brought together on this problem. The 
government is open to conviction, but they 
want such facts and figures as will show to 
them the actual cost of current, the most 
advantageous points of distribution in the 
new nitrate plant and the greatest possi- 
ple industrial benefits which may accrue 
to allied industries as the result of locating 
the plant at any particular site. Defense, 
transportation and strategic considerations 
should not be forgotten. 

Prompt action is necessary and if the 
best talent of the state is concentrated on 
this problem we can have hope of success.

Lights were burning until almost 
dawn this morning in the main floor 
of the Healey building, where work- 
men were putting the last couches on 
the Electrical show, which opens this 
morning at 11 o’clock.

Atlanta immeaiately following their 
marriage. Mr. Venable served for 
twenty years as clerk of the superior 
court and keeper of public records.

Ideal weather prevailing in Atlanta 
and vicinity Friday will continue for 
the next several days, .according to 
Forecaster von Herrmann, who sees 
nothing in sight but the best quality 
of weather obtainable.

There is not so much difference in 
the total degrees, precipitation and lit- 
tle charts on Mr. von Herrmann’s desk, 
but, according to the weather man, 1916 
ae been a much more pleasant year to 
live. 

For instance, he says, the mean tem- 
perature was 202 degrees in excess of 
normal in 1915, while it was only 186 
degrees in excess of normal for 1916.

OF NEGRO PASTOR 


Macon, Ga., December 1.—(Special.) 
What is.thought to have been the 
longest funeral service ever held in 
Macon, came to an end today when 
Rev. R. B. William's, pastor of the 
Macedonia Baptist church, colored, was 
buried in All Saint’s cemetery, near 
Macon. 

The minister,“ who had been pastor 
of the church for twenty years, died 
last Sunday. His funeral service be- 
gan Wednesday and continued through 
until today. Continuous services were 
held all day Thursday, and thousands 
of negroes from all parts of the state 
attended. Never before have 'so many 
negroes been gathered together in Ma- 
con. There were so many of them 


that in order for all to attend the 
service, it was necessary to hold one 
service, clear the church and then hold 
another one and so on until all of the 
nes had been permitted to at- 
tend. 

Williams was the originator of the 
“holy rock,” a unique service which 
the negroes practice on Christmas eve. 
He was fairly well educated and had 
an immense following among his own 
race. This was largely due to the fact 
that whenever one of his congregation 
died Williams always took up a col- 
lection at the funeral and presented it 
to the family of the deceased.

the linemen’s strike. A number of 
carmen came to me because they had 
been discharged for expressing union 
sentiments. Sixty-five discharged car- 
men came and pleaded for me to help 
them organize. 

“With this in view a representative 
of the Atlanta Federation of Trades 
went to Mr. Arkwright, who declined 
to give audience to a union official. The 
strike later resulted. 

‘T have always counseled the men on 
strike, and thbdbse interested in the 
movement to use every method known 
to unionism in trying to win the strika 
but to stay within the law. Ninety per 
cent of uniOn success depends upon 
public’ sentiment, 

“The Strikebreaker.” 


“The first I ever saw of this circular 
for which I am being tried wa's five 
days before the strike, when a man 
brought a number of them into a meet- 
ing of strikers in the ‘Wigwam.’ On the 
second day of the strike there was a 
big demand for these circulars, entitled 
‘The Strikebreaker.’ I ordered 10,000 
printed, and do not deny it. But there 
Was no intent on my part to incite 
riot or disorder—no idea the circular 
would be used to public or individual 
injury.” 

Pollard’s past career was brought into 
the trial by a street car motorman who 
refused to strike, when J. R. Hayries 
took the stand for the last statement 
of the day. Haynes told of being at- 
tached to the trolley car system eight- 
een years ago in St. Louis when Pol- 
lard and his colleagues undertook to 
stage a strike. 

Haynes told of Pollard’s conduct of 
the St. Louis strike, declaring that he 
urged the stoning of cars, and the pull- 
ing of men from their posts of duty to 
make them join the strikers. The wit- 
ness said that on one day, alone, five 
men were killed in the strike agita- 
tion, and that his only reason for join- 
ing the St. Louis strikers was from 
fear of. being killed if he declined. 

“On the night of the Atlanta strike,” 
Haynes testified, “ “White Way’ John- 
son, a Striking carman, pulled off my 
cap and threw it into a crowd at Broad 
and Marietta streets, and kicked me.

At these prices with an in- 
creased acreage if the next crop looks well— 
it is doubtful if the American spinner will 
want to carry more than normal. On Au- 
gust 1, 1915, the south was carrying old 
crop cottons amount to about 1% million 
bales, on August 1, 1916, they. were carry~- 
ing about half of that amount. At these 
prices or higher prices it is doubtful if 
they will carry anything on August 1, next. 
From these two sources of ‘invisible’ sup- 
ply an addition of.

RAILWAY STOCKS 


LEAD IN ADVAN 


Rails Dominate the List for 
' the First Time in Weeks. 
Utilities Also Claim At- 


tention. 


New York, December 1.—Stocks, with 
but few important exceptions, resumed 
their upward climb today. An accumu- 
lation of buyers’ orders, mainly for 
railway shares, which dominated the 
list for the first time in weeks, was 
reported by commission houses over the 
holiday. 

More than two score issues of the 
railway division were conspicuous for 
their unusual activity in gains rang- 
ing from one to over two points. In- 
cluded in this groyp were the shares of 
muny roads which recently underwent 
the rigors of reorganization and others 
alLout to emerge from that condition. 

Dealings in Missouri Pacific, Wabash, 


Texas and Pacific, Ontario and West- 
ern, Western Maryland, coalers as a 
whole and southern issues were much 
larger in the aggregate than the turn- 
over in so-called investment rails. 
Marked strength was shown, however, 
by Pacifics, grangers, Reading, Norfolk 
and Western and Eries. 

Utilities claimed more than the usual 
amount. of attention on the advance of 
14 points in Ohio Gas to the new rec- 
ord of 118%, with 9 for Montana Power 
and 2% for Columbia Gas, these also 
recording new maximums, with Pitts- 
burg Coal common and preferred.

GERMANY ADMITS 
SINKING MARINA 


With Loss of Six American 
Lives—Character of Vessel 


| Seeks Information About 
Marina’s Status. 


Washington, December 1.—Following 
the receipt today of a communication 
from the German government admit- 
ting that a German submarine tor- 
pedoed the British horseship Marina 
with the loss of six Americans, Secre- 
tary Lansing conferred with President 
Wilson and it was decided that no ac- 
tion would be taken by the American 
government until it could be definitely 


established whether the Marina was a 
private vessel or a belligerent trans- 
ort. 

a in the note Germany stated that the 
commander of the submarine which 
sank the Marina had reported that he 
took the vessel for a transport and 
asked the United States for informa- 
tion on this! point. Count von Bern- 
storff, the German ambassador, called 
at the state department during the day 
and also sought this information. He 
was told by Secretary Lansing that the 
United States was not yet in a posi- 
tion to answer the inquiry but would 
do so as quickly as possible. 

Case Admittedly Serious, 

As a result of the developments of 
the day it was indicated by officials 
that no action could be expected in 
the immediate future on the Marina 
case, admittedly one of the two,most 
serious pending between the Unitted 
States and Germany. The other is 
that of the Britfsh liner Arabia, sunk 
in the Mediterranean. 

Germany, it is understood, is ready

to acknowledge error and make offers 
of settlement if it is established that 
the Marina was not in the British 


transport service. When the vessel 
was sunk it was stated in dispatches 
from London that she previously had 
been connected with the transport serv~ 
ice, and also that.when she sailed on 
her last voyage she was armed with a 
gun astern, manned by two British 
naval gunners. 

If the ship was in public service 
prior to being torpedoed some state 
department officials take the position 
that the presumption was in favor of 
the position that an enemy might have 
believed her still to be a transport at 
the time of the attack. In order to clear 
up this point the nature of her 
previous charter, the orders under 
which she was sailing and the char- 
acter of her officers and crew will be 
investigated. ; 

State department officials hesitate to 
make a ruling on what constitutes a 
vessel in public service in time of war 
until a decision has been handed down 
in the case of the Italian vessel At- 
tualita, libelled in the United States 
coult at Norfolk, Va., after a collision 
with a Greek vessel. The point at is-

character of the Attualita is disputed. 

Secretary Lansing went over the 
case in detail with President Wilson 
after the call of the German ambassa- 
dor, but at the time had not examined 
all the affidavits bearing on the at- 
tack on file at the state department. 
It was indicated that it will be pos- 
sible for the American government to 
collect all the evidence possible with- 
out further reference to the German 
government. 2 

wilson and Lansing Confer. 

It was stated that no decision has 
been reached on whether when the de- 
sired information has been gathered 
it will be furnished to the German gZov- 
ernment without comment and further 
action awaited from Berlin, or whether 
it will be embodied in a note stating 
the position of the American govern- 
ment in the case. The result of the 
investigatian, it was understood, will 
determine this question. 

In its last note to Germany on the 
submarine question the United States 
stated that diplomatic relations would 
be broken off unless the practice of 
torpedoing vessels without warning 
was abandoned. The door to accept- 
ance of amends was not entirely closed, 
although warning was given that of- 
fers of reparation and expressions of 
regret could not compensate for illegal 
destruction of American lives. °
